Board Continues To 
Discuss Bernadine Road__ 


At the April 22nd meeting the town- 
ship board continued to discuss the fate 
of Bernadine Road. The matter came 
up as a non-agenda item when Trustee 
McKinney asked why there was no 
progress on the closing of the road. 
Treasurer Adkins advised the board 
that the subject of Bernadine Road 
came up in discussions with Wayne 
County during a Partnership ’98 meet- 
ing. The county advised the township 
people in attendance that they would 
look into the matter and get back to 
them. 

This concerned McKinney and he 
questioned the need to even discuss the 
matter with Wayne County because the 
road was to be closed on the private 
portion of the road and Wayne County 
had no jurisdiction. 

Trustee Adkins advised the board 
that the public safety committee 
reviewed the matter and the township 
fire chief and the police chief both 
advised against the closing of the street 
for safety concerns. To this, McKinney 
responded that their input was not nec- 
essary and that the board had already 


. previously agreed to close the street. 


What Trustee McKinney was refer- 
ring to was a previous decision by the 
board to close the street at the private 
portion of the street. The closure was to 
be carried out by a gate that could be 
opened for emergencies or by shrub- 
bery that could be driven over by 
emergency vehicles. 

Because of the unsettled nature of 
the problem, the board agreed to send 
the issue back to the planning commis- 
sion for review and also officially 
referred it to the public safety commit- 
tee. This was opposed by Trustee 
McKinney and Trustee Glaab. 


In another matter Chuck Angel, the 
Gypsy Moth Coordinator advised the 
board that the caterpillars were begin- 
ning to hatch and reminded the board 
that the spraying would occur when the 
moths had reached a certain stage of 
development with proper leaf develop- 


ment and dry weather. He predicted the 
spraying would occur sometime 
between mid May and the end of May. 

He had received applications for 
700 acres and expected a lot of activity 
as the April 30th deadline approached. 
He reminded the board of the impor- 
tance of securing 25-acre blocks for 
spraying. Unless this is done, your 
property would not be sprayed. He 
urged the neighbors to get together and 
perhaps absorb some of the cost in 
order to get to the 25-acre requirement. 

He concluded his remarks by stating 
he would alert the community by com- 





mercial radio regarding the date of the 
spraying. 

In an unrelated matter, R.P. Lilly 
spoke to the board regarding the 
progress of the historical house and the 
brick project. He indicated they had 
sold 166 bricks and had just completed 
the second group of personalized brick 
inlayed in the walkway leading to the 
historical house. 

He advised that he would be seeking 
bids for the exterior siding of the home 
and raised his concern regarding the 
difficulty of getting contractors to bid 
on such small projects.

No Decrease In Domestic Violence____ 


Domestic Violence has 
become a household term. 
Since the O.J. Simpson case 
there’s been a rise in aware- 
ness about Domestic Violence, 
but there has been no decrease 
in the crime itself. Actually, 
the OJ. Simpson case had an 
extensive history of Domestic 
Violence, but that was a case 
of Murder, not Domestic 
Violence. Domestic Violence 
has been attributed by society 
as any crime in which there is 
spousal abuse. In the State of 
Michigan, Domestic Violence 
is an assault or an assault and 
battery against a victim who is 
a resident or former resident of 
your household, or with whom 


you have a child in common. 
Domestic Violence is a misde- 
meanor punishable by a maxi- 
mum of 93 days in jail. 

The 34th District Court has 
hundreds of Domestic 
Violence cases each year. 
Most Domestic Violence cases 
involve incidents of pushing, 
shoving, and hitting. If con- 
victed the Defendant may 
serve up to two years on pro- 
bation, may have to attend 
Domestic Violence counsel- 
ing, pay fines and costs, and 
also may be required to get 
some type of individual coun- 
seling. 

Most cases of Domestic 
Violence do not begin with 


excessive force. If the crime is 
anything more than hitting, 
pushing, shoving the charge 
can be a felony or a high mis- 
demeanor. For example, if you 
spouse pulls a gun on you and 
shoots at you, although it is 
domestic in nature, the charge 
levied by the Prosecutor’s 
Office would probably be 
Felonious Assault or Assault 
With Intent, which are both 
felony charges that carry a 
maximum of years in prisons. 
In reality, most cases begin 
with hitting, pushing, and 
shoving and unfortunately too 
many cases result in serious 
assaults.

Every week in the Detroit 
News and the Free Press there 
is a section devoted to enticing 
young people to sell their 
newspapers. They say some- 
thing about avoiding the “bor- 
ing blahs,” making extra 
money and becoming a young 
business person. Well, unless 
they are delivering papers dif- 
ferent than how I did as a boy, 
I would suggest the “boring 
blahs.” 

I was in the sixth grade and 
a friend of mine said that a 
paper route that covered my 
neighborhood was opening up. 
He mumbled something about 
the boy either wanting to play 
baseball and didn’t have the 
time or that he had a nervous 
breakdown and needed time to 
recover. 

I got the job after it was 
explained to me that it would 
take two hours a day, five days 
a week and I had to collect 
every other Saturday. I had to 


deliver 100 papers a day at one 
cent per paper. That came to 
$5 a week and that sounded 
just right. 

I started in the summer and 
before long Iwas so good I 
could finish my route in an 
hour and a half and never miss 
a porch. I had problems with 
dogs, the rain and my cus- 
tomers, but for the most part I 
was able to handle them. With 
the dogs I carried a squirt gun 
with concentrated lemon juice. 
If that didn’t do it, a swift kick 
usually did. If that didn’t work 
I tossed the owner’s papers in 
the bushes and after a week or 
so the dog would disappear. 

The rain was hard to handle 
and I never fully mastered it. I 
tried to keep myself and the 
papers dry, but by the end of 
my route I would be a mess. If 
we had two or three straight 
days of rain my tips would 
always suffer because my cus- 
tomers would take it out on me

for the wet papers. 


My customers really only 
bothered me on collection day.
